to provide relief or work for unemployed 
people in Canada from now until next 
spring. In Winnipeg, where the situation 
mav be more correctly gauged, the sug- 
gestion is that $100,000,000 will be re- 
quired 

Either guess may be wide of the mark 


The one thing certain is that the longer 
action is delayed the more relief will cost 
and the less the country will get for it 
The summer is passing. The men who are 
without work, and the farmers who are 
without crops, cannot lay up anything to 
take care of themselves next winter. As 
matters stand these thousands of people, 
in town and country, are drifting toward 
the approachiag winter with empty poc- 
kets; and will in that event be dependent 
in the larger measure upon direct relief for 
five months or more. 

Unless parliament wants to support an 
idle army all winter on “doles,” it should 
have the army at work now earning wages. 


SENATOR BURNS

Ottawa is again presented, in these 
words 

“At ths present time of summer in Ottawa, desti- 
tute me are being driven away from the poor shel- 
tering places they have built for themselves on the 
waste land where the city's rubbish is dumped near 
the Rideau river Hungry men are hunting through 
garbage pails for food. Even while the city police 
are moving the men on, after sheltering them over 
night in goal, they are disturbed with the injustice 
of it The police say that something must be done 
for such involuntary unemployed, who have com- 
mitted no offence 


So much for the notion that unemploy- 
ment is a “problem” only in the centres of 
western Canada, and therefore one which 
the western municipalities and provincial 
governments can deal with adequately if 
they want to.

FRIENDLY FEVERS 
The cure of disease by the use of 


fever is being discussed a great deal 


| how since the discovery of a new kind 
| of fever artificially produced by elec- 
| tricity which has been found success- 
| ful in killing disease germs in the body 


Especial success has followed the use 
of this fever on patients suffering from 


paresis, a form of insanity, and from 
A well known social disease. In many 
cases these patients have been restored 
to health by this treatment 

This icial fever is caused by 
high frequency radio waves and the 
treatment is called radiothermy. It has 
one advantage over the natural form 
of fever in that it can be brought on 
whenever desired and is easily con- 
trolled by a switch 

These remarkable results with elec- 
trieally controlled fever are being 
tested at the University of Rochester 
of New York, and much w being done 
at the General Electric Research Lab- 
oratory at Schenectady. You will prob- 
ably hear more about this new artifi- 
cial fever in time. However, the lea 
that fever is beneficial is not 
Wakner-Juaregg of Vienna, 
time age injected malarial fever germs 
into the body of insane patients and 
many of them were completely cured 

In my own experience, I have often 
found that the high temperature of a 
fever often destroys disease germs in 
the body. I wrote an article several 
years ago which many of you have no 


doubt pasted in your scrapbooks, in 
which I brought out the idea that 
fever is not an enemy but a friend 


The name of the article was “fevers— 
Our Friends.” 

When the body has sufficient vital- 
ity it often develops a high fever 
whenever the system becomes toxic or 
polsoned The fever never saturally 
develops until such toxic accu.nula- 
tions are present in the system. If you 
did not have the fever the poisons 
would overcome you, or as one health 
writer described it, 
way of fighting death.” When you 
have a fever you begin to breathe 
quickly. By the quickened breathing 
the lungs are furnished oxygen which 
is needed to burn up the wastes, That 
is the principal purpose of a fever— 
you burn up poisonous wastes... When

CITY MAY HELP 


IN PAYING RENT 


Would Relieve Distress in 


Some Quarters 


The finance committee has author- 
ized the city commissioners to bring in 
a report to council which will include 
a plan whereby the city relief depart~- 
ment may assist in meeting payments 
of rent in certain extreme cases 

The Mayor said that it is just pos- 
sible that at the present time the city 
may be able to help in certain cases 
without entailing too great a charge 
upon the city 

Supt 
partment, informed the committee 
that there are 1,500 married men on 
the relief list, with 800 families who 
require to have rent paid 

Taking the amount of $10 per fam- 
ily for rent this will mean at least 
$8,000 per month for the city to meet,

The relief superintendent was told 
that his average of $10 was too low; it 
would not be. sufficient

These proposals were brought for- 
ward as a means of relieving the 
situation following the defeat of the 
school buildings by-laws recently, | 
which provided for the building of | 
more schools. 

MOTIONS COMBINED 

Before the final motion was put, | 
Trustee §. A. G. Barnes’ motion, which 
has been before the board for some 
time, was considered, and both 
motions moved by Trustee Barnes 
and Trustee Cushing were combined 
in one. 

Trustee Barnes’ motion was to the

NO REDUCTION 
WATER RATES 


Alderman Baker's Propos- 
als Refused 


The finance committee refused to 
take any action in regard to Alder- 
man Baker's proposals that the water 
charges to summer consumers be 
further reduced 

The contention of the alderman is 
that looking at the matter from the 
standpoint of city beautification, and 
encouraging citizens to preserve the 
boulevards and trees by watering them 
freely, the city can afford to reduce 
the rates for water consumed for such 
purposes to the lowest possible point, 
to give the water practically at cost 

He contended that it is possible for 
the charges made by the power plant 
to the waterworks department for 
water to be considerably revised, so 
that the benefit could be passed on 
to the consumers. He also argued that 
when the new units were added that 
certain consumers were given reduced 
rates but not the ordinary citizen 

Supt. W. G. Cunningham, of the 
power department said that the 
building up of a huge seasonal con- 
sumption would mean also the build- 
ing up of a big peak load, and the 
city always had to supply equipment 
for the peak load
